My Dear Blri—Your note of yesterday, inquiring
whether Congress wonld probavly, in futore
eoinage, malke our gold doliar conform in value
20 the gold five-frano plecs, bus been recelved.
There hus veen so lttle discusslon In Congross
upon the subjoet thut 1 cannot bass my oplihion
upon anythiog ssid or done there, The subject
has, however, excited the attention of goveral
important commearclal bodies in the Unlted
Bintes, and the time 18 sow #0 favorable that
1 feel quite aure that Congress will adopt nny
practical measare that will seoure 40 the com-
mereinl world a uniform standard of value and

exchange.
question will be, how this can be

The oni
acoomplished?

The trealy of December 23, 1885, betwern
France, Italy, Belglum, and Switseriand, and
the probable acquiescence In that treaty by
Prussin, bhas Iald the foundation for such »
standard, If Great Britaln will reduce the
walue of her soverelgn two pence, and the
Unlted States will redice the value of her dol
lar somelbing over three cents, we then have a
colnage in the frano, dollar, aud sovereign easil
computed, and which will readily pass In a
oountries; the dollar as five francs and the
murelﬁn as twenty-five franca, This will pul
an end {o the logs and Intrioncles of exchunge
and diseount.

Our gold dollar Is certalnly as good a unit of
value as the frane; and so the Foglish think of
thelr pound sterling, These colns are now ex-
chungeable only ata conslderable loss, and this
exchange s a profit only Lo brokers and bank-
ars, Burely esch commercial nation should be
willing to yleld & lititie to secure & gold coln of
equnl value, weight, and dlameter, from what-
ever mint it may have been lssued,

As Lhe gold five-franc plece is now ln use by
over slxty miilions of people of several different
nationalities, and s of convenlant form and
slze, 1t may well be adopled by other natlons as
the common standard of value; leaving Lo eaoh
mation to regulate the divisions of this unlt in
pilver coln or tokens., If this is done, France
will surely abandon the im ible sifurt of
makiong two standards of value, Gold colus
will answer all the purposes of European com-
merce. A common gold standard will regnlate
sllver colnage, of which the United States will
furnish the gregler part, especially for the Chi-
nese trade.

I have thought a good deal of how the ohjeot

0 propofe may be most readlly acoomplisued,

t 18 clear thatibe Uulted States cannot become
a party Lo the treaty referred to., They couald
not agree upon the sliver standard; nor could
we limit the amount of our colnage, as proposed
by the treaty. The Ualted Stales Is 80 large in
extent—1s so rparsely populated—and the price
of labor 18 80 muocoh higher than tn Baro tnut
we require more currency per capila @ now
rroduca Lthe larger part of the goid and silver of

he world, and eannot Hinlt our eolnage, except
by the wants of our people sni the demands of
oomILeroe,

Congrees alove can change the value of our
ooln, I chn sed no objeot In uuxouallo? with
olher wors on tbhe subject, A% coln s nog
now m' general circulntion with us, wo oan
readily fix by law Lhe alite, wulﬁhl-.uml measure
of future -sues, It ls not worth while to nego-
tiate nbout Lthat which we ean do without nego-
tiation, nnd we do not wish to Ilmit ourselves
by Lreaty restrictions,

In England, many persons of Inflaence and
different Chambers af Uoiimerc: Are earnestly
in favor of the proposcd chianoge ln thelr coln:
age. The change Is so slight with them, that
an enlightened self lnterest wlil soon induave
them lo malke i, especially If we make the

eater change In our colnnge, We will have
pome diffioulty in adjusting existing contracts
with the new dollar; butl as conlracls are now
based wpon Lhe ﬂumual.luﬁ vadue of P“p'"
aoney, even the reduced dollar In coin will be
of more purchasable value than our ourrenocy.

We can easlly adjust the reduction with the
public creditors in the Baymem. or ponversion
®f thelr secarities, whlle privale creditors
might be authorlved o recover upoa the
oldstandard, All these are mallers of detall
to, whicn | hops the Commission will direot
their aitention.

And now, my dear sir, allow me Lo say inoon-
olusion, that I heartily symputhize with you
and others In four efforts Lo seoure the adop-
tion of the metrioal system of walghts and mea-
wmurcs. The tendenoy of the age is Lo break down
all pecdless restriotlions upon soolal and com-
merclal interconrse, Nutions are now as much
akin to each other; as provinces were of old.
Prejudices disappear by contact, People of dif-
ferent nations learn Lo respeot each olher na
they find that thelr differences are the effect of
1ooial and loeal custom not founded upon good
reasons. 1 lrast that the [odustrial Commisston
will enable the world to compute the value of
all productions by the same standard, to mea.
sure by the same yurd or metrs, and welgh by
the same seales. Sovoh s resuit wonid be of
sreater value than Lhe usaal employments of
diplomatists and statesmen. ZI am very truly
